~~ words are used in our hobby which frequently 
| have in philately one and just one meaning, regardless of 
what other meanings Webster may choose to give them. 
Through carelessness most of us at some time or other 
use various terms incorrectly, with no visible harm done. 
Commonest example of that, resulting only in confusion, 
are the words “postmark” and “cancellation,” the latter 
often being used incorrectly in describing the former. All cancellations 
are postmarks, but only certain postmarks are cancellations; which may 
be quibbling, but it often causes confusion in auction descriptions, for 
instance, if they are improperly used. “Surcharge” and “overprint” are 
another pair often used incorrectly. 

But there is a more serious phase of misuse of philatelic terms. We 
have seen die proofs described as “imperforates”; forgeries offered as 
“reprints”; and inverted centers and imperforate printer’s waste sold as 
scarce “errors.’"’ We were recently shown several flagrant examples of 
this sort of misrepresentation which the law would bluntly term in most 
instances: fraud. A set of popular pictorials, excellent forgeries, were 
offered as “reprints.” Another stamp was offered as a “second printing” 
but none was ever made of that issue. Again a popular airmail issue has 
tumbled in price in the past several years to about one-third its new 
issue cost, but never when they are offered is there a mention of the 
true status of the stamps, which were valid only on one day and the 
printing limited by decree to 1,000—though it’s patent there are easily 
that many mint copies available from one or two sources alone. Com- 
parison of the bargain priced sets shows a marked d'fference between 
them and the originals. 

Our first impulse when shown such things is to print the full facts 
of each, printing the names of the persons offering such frauds. But past 
experience in that regard has shown us the futility of doing so. There 
was no noticeable show of appreciation either by collectors, or the other 
dealers. That we benefited in any way is doubtful. For one thing, per- 
sons offering such things simply saw to it that future advertising was 
placed in papers indifferent to the character of the stamps offered. Our 
publicity did not reform them, it simply ensured their disposing of their 
shady wares through different channels. 

It is evident that the philatelic press cannot act unaided as reform- 
er; just as your local newspaper, unless singularly powerful, cannot sin- 
gle-handed effect some local reform. But it remains no credit to our 
hobby that so little is done to eliminate offerings of the nature mentioned 
above. It would seem to us that such matters could be best policed by 
the American Stamp Dealers Association and we hope that they will 
make a strong effort to stop the unethical, not to say dishonest, activities 
of a few dealers who are damaging the reputation of all dealers. We 
never aligned ourselves with the school of thought that believes all that 
is not sweet and pretty should be hushed up. For evil has a way of 
making itself known. Collectors usually eventually learn the true char- 
acter of the bogus items they bought and so the hobby is given a general 
black eye as a result. It is in the best interests of the dealers to exert 
themselves to put a stop to bad practices, for an effective campaign 
could not fail to favorably impress their customers. And stamp dealers 
depend very strongly on good will. It must be admitted that the reason 
many of these petty frauds have succeeded is that a few unscrupulous 
persons have taken advantage of the fact that many collectors are not 
concerned too greatly about what they collect, so long as it’s pretty— 
and a “bargain.” Consequently a lot of junk that isn’t postage stamps, 
has sold very well.

New airmail stamps for the Islands 
will be issued soon. In a letter dated 
January 6 received by this correspond- 
ent from Director of Posts Juan Ruiz, 
it says in part: “. . . please be informed 
that this office has already placed an 
order with the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in Washington, D. C., for the 
printing of regular airmail stamps of 1- 
peso, 60, 20, and 8-centavo denomina 
tions.” 

Total face value of these stamps is 
P1.88 or $0.94 U. S. According to in- 
formed quarters initial pr’nting of these 
stamps are 2,000,000—1 peso; 1,000,000 
—60c; 2,000,000—20c; and 1,000,000— 
8c. 

Design of these airmails bears a *‘or 
vinta with a Clipper plane soaring above. 
It was prepared by Oscar Espiritu, of 
Manila, as reported in this column be- 
fore. While the stamps will be of the 
same design, they will be issued in dif- 
ferent colors. 

Date of issuance of these stamps could 
not be determined yet (January 31) but

Vermont Stamp To Depict 
Capitol 





(P. O. Dept. release dated Feb. 13) 


Postmaster General Frank C. Walker 
today made public the design which has 
been selected for the new three-cent 
Vermont commemorative postage stamp 
which is to be released at Montpelier, 
State Capital, on March 4, 1941. 

A reproduction of the State Capitol 
building will provide the central motif 
for this issue which is to be printed by 
the rotary process in purple ink and 
issued in sheets of fifty. 

Across the top of the stamp which 
is to be arranged horizontally will be 
the inscription “United States of 
America.” In the lower left hand corner 
will be the word “Postage” with the 
denomination designation “3c” immedi- 
ately underneath. In a _ corresponding 
position in the lower right corner of the 
stamp will be a shield containing thir- 
teen stars representing the thirteen or'gi- 
nal colonies, at the top of which will be 
a large star emblematic of Vermont, the 
fourteenth state admitted to the Union. 
The inscription “Vermont” will appear 
at the bottom of the stamp directly 
beneath which will be the wording 
“150th Anniversary of Statehood.” 


As is customary collectors may under 
cover send first day envelopes, self-ad- 
dressed (either sealed or with flaps 
tucked in) to the Postmaster, Montpelier, 
accompanied by a cash or postal money 
order remittance (other forms of remit- 
tance are not permitted) for the exact 
amount of the stamps desired affixed to 
the covers. Each envelope must bear in 
pencil in upper right corner figures indi- 
cating how many stamps to be affixed 
to the cover. Addresses should be placed 
in lower right corner and care must 
be taken to provide sufficient space for 
affixing the large stamps, particularly if 
blocks are to be affixed. A light card 
filler should be placed in each cover to 
ensure good cancellation. The postmaster 
can not affix plate number blocks, ir- 
regular combinations, nor accept mail 
orders for mint stamps. Orders for mint 
stamps must be sent the Philatelic 
Agency, Washington, D. C.

Cyrenaica Lost 





As the British forces captured Beng- 
hazi, capital of Cyrenaica, one of the 
provinces of Libia, the hopes for here 
recreating the long lost province of the 
early Romans are being blasted. Many 
Italian farm families had been trans- 
ported here years ago in an attempt to 
repopulate the deserted lands.

Italy issued the symbolical sower design 
stamp as financial aid for the Colonial 
Agricultural Institute which for many 
years had been aiding recolonization ef- 
forts. Most of the original population of 
the country, scattered at the few oasis, 
are Arab nomads, and these were recog- 
nized with the stamp design also de- 
picted. The Italians have long posed as 
“protectors of Islam” and care was taken 
not to injure the Arab population, used 
to misrule under their former Turkish 
rulers. 

Benghazi first attained philatelic at- 
tention in 1901 when _a royal decree of 
King Victor Emmanuel provided for 
new stamps for his reign which had be- 
gun the previous year. The decree pro- 
vided for a new 25 centesimi stamp por- 
traying the king and the decree stated 
this stamp should be overprinted “Ben- 
gasi—1 piastri 1” for correspondence 
dispatched from the Italian post office at 
Bengasi in the Turkish province of Barca 
attached to the villayet of Tripoli. The 
new stamps were to be issued on July 1, 
1901. This stamp met the letter rate from 
the town to Italy and enjoyed consider- 
able use since the commercial portion of 
the town’s inhabitants were mainly 
Italian. On October 19, 1911 Italian 
troops landed and in a brief fight over- 
came the small Turkish garrison during 
the Italo-Turkish war which ended with 
signing of peace a year later and cession 
of Tripoli, etc. to Italy. In 1911 appeared 
the second 1 piastre “Bengasi” overprint 
stamp, this being the last of such issues, 
for Libian stamps succeeded the Tripoli- 
tanian and Benghazi issues.

Two 1930 Graf Zeppelin covers from 
Brazil are submitted by a subscriber who 
is puzzled because one of the two stamps 
on each cover is not listed in Scoit’s. 
These are not listed because though au- 
thorized by the Brazilian government, 
they were issued by the aviation com- 
pany and air mail of the period had to 
bear a government ordinary stamp plus 
the semi-official stamp. These issues are 
to be found listed in full in the Sanabria 
Air Post Catalogue. Most of these stamps 
are readily identifiable by having initials, 
emblem or name of the issuing firms: 
Condor Syndicate, ETA Co., or Varig 
Co. 





“Why are the Defense stamps being 
Bureau precancelled? Has the post office 
decided to precancel commemoratives 
after all?” As stated in our news col- 
umns the Defense stamps will replace 
for an indefinite period the correspond:ng 
stamps in the Presidential series. There- 
fore the Bureau has to precancel them, 
since they are the only 1c, 2c and 3c 
stamps being printed. Moreover, the Post 
Office Department does not classify 
these as commemoratives. 





“I was recently shown a blank check 
on which had been imprinted a 2c orange 
(or yellow?) internal revenue document- 
ary stamp. When were these used and 
are they scarce?” From October 1, 1862, 
until July 1, 1882, such imprinted reve- 
nue stamps were used on checks, stock 
certificates, bonds, insurance policies and 
other types of papers requiring a stamp 
tax. Aside from checks, it is probable 
that most of such paper used adhesive 
rather than the imprinted stamp. A com-

If those 
cards weighed 400 pounds, Mussolini 
could have sold the stamps used for 
postage for enough to buy up Ethiopia. 
Since George’s letter we have heard 
similar statistics from a number of 
other readers who have inquired re- 
garding an envelope capable of holding 
400 pounds. The only such envelopes 
we’ve seen capable of holding 400 
pounds was of the £ variety.

New Books Received 


Government Slogan Master Check List 
by Walter Gregory, 16 pages 4x8, paper 
cover, illustrated, price 50c of the author 
and publisher at 4841 N. Ashland Ave., 
Chicago. As the title indicates this is 
a checklist of slogan cancellations. It 
replaces the first edition which appeared 
over a year ago, adding much additional 
data and correcting errors in that edition. 
It deals only with slogans in current use, 
except the Parcel Post Silver Jubilee 
slogans of 1938. All cities using each 
type of slogan are listed and the various 
numbers to be found in the dies at each 
office are enumerated. A listing and ex- 
planation of the seven straight line type 
of cancel introduced in 1935 will be 
found of interest. Mr. Gregory states 
these are issued only to third-class of- 
fices and the machines used at first and 
second-class offices have wavy line 
cancels. 


Postal Agencies Authorized 


Under date of January 24 the Post 
Office Department changed Section 2248 
of the Postal Laws -and Regulations, 
providing for establishment of postal 
agencies at any foreign seaport or air- 
port at which U. S. mail steamers or 
planes touch or land to receive or dis- 
charge mails. Paragraph 2 of the Section 
was repealed, which was no longer neces- 
sary as it authorized such agencies in 
China and Japan. The first section was 
amended to omit also any specified 
places. Such a postal agency is in oper- 
ation in Colombia at one airport. The 
clerks do not postmark mail, nor other- 
wise function as post offices. They simply 
act as custodians and agents for the 
U. S. in exchange of mails.

Soon the United States will lose one 
of the two remaining RPO’s operated on 
a narrow gauge railroad. The Denver & 
Rio Grande Western R. R. applied some 
time ago for permission to abandon its 
branch line from Antonito, Colorado to 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, but it was be- 
lieved that permission might not be 
granted due to the line being of strategic 
military value — or so some people 
thought. Over this route travels the An- 
tonito & Santa Fe RPO, being housed in 
an ancient baggage car which, in com- 
pany with a vintage coach, trails at the 
rear of a daily freight train in each direc- 
tion over the 125-mile route. Carl D. 
Bibo sends in a clipping which tells that 
on February 3 the Interstate Commerce 
Commission had approved abandonment 
of the line and gave authority to do so 
within 40 days. This route was an im- 
portant and busy one when established 
in 1881. It is locally nicknamed the “Chili 
Line” presumably due to the Spanish 
station names of the route. Most of the 
business of the line has vanished with 
ghost towns, and what was left went to 
buses, trucks and the private automobile. 
Discontinuance of this route leaves but 
one narrow gauge office in the U. S., the 
Alamosa & Durango RPO, which ex- 
changes mails with the Antonito & Santa 
Fe at Antonito. 





Evidently there are many collectors of 
RPO covers among LINN’S readers, for 
we were the only stamp paper to an- 
mounce discontinuance of the Indiana 
trolley office and the clerk had about 
700 covers and cards for last trip mark- 
ing. We mentioned that only three other 
trolley offices remained in operation and 
have had inquiry as to their names. 
These have been described before, but we 
repeat again: Los Angeles & Redondo 
Beach RPO operating over the Pacific 
Electric Co. in California; Washington & 
Bluemont RPO operating over the Wash 
ington & Old Dominion Ry. in Virginia: 
and Denison & Dallas RPO on the Texas 
Electric Ry. in Texas. So far as we 
know, none of these offices is likely to 
be discontinued in the near future. 





Frequently special delivery covers turn 
up with several RPO postmarks on tte 
back. These were accounted for by a 
postal regulation (rescinded in 1938) that 
Railway Mail Clerks should backstamp 
each piece of special delivery matter 
passing through their office, unless bun- 
dled. Sometimes the clerks used their 
colored-ink facing slip rubberstamps, such 
as on a 1931 cover submitted by Chas. 
H. Roudebush of Cincinnati. 


R. P. O. Covers mounted by them 
selves, with no explanatory matter, are 
like many another specialty, dull to the 
person first viewing them. Here is how 
your editor has “livened up” such a col- 
lection. Often the opportunity presents

itself of snapping a photo of a train with 
carries a R. O. These photos are 
mounted in the collection alongside the 
appropriate cover. Occasionally for the 
older covers an old photo turns up among 
railroad photo collections. Often found at 
stamp dealers are old railroad checks 
(cancelled only!) and these seldom cost 
over a few cents each; but are very at- 
tractive with fancy imprinted des‘gns and 
have added philatelic interest by reazon 
of adhesive or imprinted revenue stamps 
which quite often are cancelled by special 
neat little rubberstamps. The Docu- 
mentary revenues of 1898 are often 
found with printed or handstamped can- 
cellations of railroad companies, provid- 
ing more additions to embellish that RPO 
cover collection. Stamp dealers among 
old finds also turn up letters of the va- 
rious railroad companies and the corner 
cards of these covers, even though having 
ordinary town postmark, make those cov- 
ers eligible for the collection. Lastly 
there are clippings, perhaps a ticket, and 
of short lines occasionally a miniature 
time table that can be mounted in the 
album as well. The 3c Parcel Post stamp 
with its appropriate design is appropriate 
to mount here and there among the 
pages too. And by the way, they Icok fine 
when mounted on black album pages.

on Dec. 17); 3c Jefferson Presidential 
sidewise coil 22329-30; and 6c air mail 
frame only, 22192. All above were 400- 
subject plates for rotary press printings 
except that the 3c Jefferson coil plates 
were 170-subject as is customary and the 
6c airmail plate also as usual was for 
use on flat plate presses and plate con- 
tained 100 subjects. 

No new postage stamp plates were 
made during January, but some addi- 
tional plates of the Defense and 1c 
Presidential electric eye were sent to 
press during the month: Ic Defense 
22698-99; 2c Defense 22700-01; 3c De- 
fense 22696-97; 1%4c Martha Washing- 
ton Presidential 22414-15-32-33.
